The birth rate of 18.51 per 1,000 population (crude) is lower than 
that of 1966 by 5 per 1,000. 


The death rate of 12.88 per 1,000 population (crude) is 4.42 lower 
than 1966. 


The illegitimate birth rate of 1.81 per 1,000 population is 0.6 
per 1,000 higher than last year, and nearly one in every ten births, 


Infant Mortality. 
Stillbirths, A low rate of 11 per 1,000 total births, due to one 
legitinate stillbirth. 


No infants under one year died in 1967. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES ; 


There was no major epidemic, and no deaths from infectious disease. 
No fresh case of Tuberculosis or Poliomyelitis was notified as in last 
year. 


RAINFALL : 

The average rainfall during 1967 was 27.14", a little less than in 
1966, when 31.71" fell. The wettest months were May, August and October, 
with May easily the wettest of the three, and June easily the driest in 
the year. 


CANCER : 


Deaths from Cancer were about the same as last year, including 
Seven from Cancer of the Lungs, all males.

ANALYSIS OF DEATHS : 


Heart Disease, including Coronary disease, caused 25 deaths, while 
Circulatory disease and Vascular disease of the brain caused seven deaths, 
chiefly due to arterio sclerosis of the arteries. 


Coronary disease caused 19 deaths, 13 male and 6 female. 3 males were 
in the age group 35-55, and 10 male and 6 female were 55 and over. 


Heart Disease is the most frequent cause of death and is increasing, 


while coronary disease of the heart is most usually found in men between 
40-60, 


Vascular Lesions of the Brain : 

Cerebral haemorrhage and thrombosis are usually found in the over 
70 age groups, and caused 5 deaths over 75 years. Respiratory Disease, 
due to Pneumonia and Bronchitis in the upper age groups caused six deaths. 


There were no deaths from Tuberculosis, Poliomyelitis or Whooping 
Cough, nor from accidents. 
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CANCER. 


16 people died from Cancer, one more than lest year, but nearly one half 
of these ceases (seven) were Cancer of the lungs, all males - the same number 
as in 1966. 


Cancer of all sites and types killed 25% of all deaths in 1967, Cancer of 
the lungs in men, as we have seen above, and Cancer of the breast and uterus 
in women.

The death rate from Cancer, and especially of Cancer of the lungs, is 
steadily increasing, year by year, as also are deaths from Heart disease, and 
this will continue until research into the causes provides the answers, 


MOTHERS AND TUFANTS : 


No infants under one year of age died in 1967; this is very uncommon and 
unfortunately not usual in any country. In 1966 the Infant Mortality rate 
was 42,74 per 1,000 live births, and in 1965, 53.3. 


The Perinatel nortality, stillbirths, plus early neonatal (under one week) 
is therefore that of the 1 stillbirth, giving a rate of 10.7 per 1,000 total 
births. For England and Wales it is 21.447.

SERVICES UNDER THE PUBLIC HEALTH ACTS. 
WATHR SUPPLY ; 
Withernsea is supplied from the Hull Corporation Water Board. The supply 
as been satisfactory in quality, although hard, and quantity. Regular 
bacteriological examination is undertaken by the Board, and no contamination 


found. The water is constantly chlorinated. 


All the dwellinghouses (1992) in Withernsea are supplied direct fron 
the nains. 


The fluoride content varies fron 0.08 to 0.12 and 0.15 from the four 
sources of supply. & complete chemical analysis is given later, in ngn/litre. 


The water is not subject to plumbo solvent action. 
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SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL : 


Sewerage has becn greatly inproved by the first part of the new sewerage 
schene, but is not entirely satisfactory, owing to breakdowns in the older 
sections in the latter part of 1966. Energency repairs were carried out in 
1967, and a T.V. survey of some 2,000 lin. yards of the main sewer completed. 
This showed many lengths of cracked and collapsing sewers, and although the 
blocked sewer in the nain street was cleared, and improvement was shown in the 
flow, sewers still becone surcharged after heavy rain, and flooding results in 
the low lying parts of the town. 


The Consultant Engineers have prepared the 2nd phase of the overall scheme 
for submission to the Ministry. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS OF HEALTH SERVICES, 


(A) FOOD & DRUGS ACTS, 


Facilities for the detection of bacterial infection and presence of 
extraneous natter, and adulteration of food, are provided at the Public Health 
Laboratory, Anlaby Road, Hull, with the full co-operation of Dr. McCoy, the 
Director, 


(B) NATIONAL HEaLTH SERVICE ACTS. 


Hospital services are provided at all the Generel Hospitals in Hull 
for residents of the district, and maternity services as necessary at the Hull 
Maternity Hospital. Hospital services are also provided by the Westwood Hospital 
at Beverley. In all these hospitals full X-ray and laboratory facilities are 
available, 


Hospital and outpatient clinics for the diagnosis and treatnent of 
Tuberculosis are provided within the National Health Service. 


The care of expectant nothers, nursing mothers, and babies, 
including unmarried mothers and children, is provided for by the County Council 
through clinics and doniciliary midwifery services. 


Other services provided by the County Council include health visitors, 
home nursing and home helps, clinics for vaccination and immunisation against 
Diphtheria, Whooping Cough end Tetanus. There is also a welfare service for 
the blind, deaf and dumb, and handicapped persons. 


A very efficient Ambulance service is also provided. 


Action under the provisions of Section 47 of the National Assistance 
Act was not recuired during the year.

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SEWERAGE SYSVEM : 


Early in 1966, flooding was experienced in various parts of the town, 
The Council's Consultant Engineers were informed, and they maintained that 
flooding would continue from time to time, in various parts of the town, until 
the remaining trunk sewers —- particularly the one in Queen Street - were 
replaced by larger pipes. 


In September, 1966, a major collapse of the main sewer in Queen Street 
was experienced, and in conjunction with the Consultant Engineers, emergency 
works were put in hand for the repair of this sewer, the final cost being 
in the region of £30,000. The repairs were completed early in 1967. 


In view of the alarming condition of this section of existing sewer, 
it was decided that a detailed survey be carried out to find out the 
condition of the rest of the main sewers, which were to be augmented by 
Phase II and Phase III of the Council's drainage schene. 


In March, 1967, General Descaling were esked to flush out the main 
sewers, and carry out a T.V. survey of some 2,000 lin. yards of main sewer. 
The results of this survey brought to light many lengths of cracked sewers, 
which in parts were in danger of collapsing in a sinilar manner to that 
experienced in September, 1966. 


Although a new 100-ft. section of 36" sewer has been laid, which removed 
the blockage from Queen Street, the same trouble is experienced as previously, 
after a heavy downpour. The sewers become surcharged and flood areas of land 
and premises situated in different parts of the town, and particularly in the 
following :- 


Chestnut Avenue, Hollym Road and Holmpton Road.

Northfield houses, North Road, 

North End Toilets. 

Memorial Avenue Toilets.
